There was no insurance on the 
entire plant. The company is incor­ 
porated at $1,000,000. Operations had 
just begun to put 700 men to work and 
the American company intended 
to 
fight the plate glass trust. 
The de­ 
stroyed portion of the plant will be 
rebuilt at once. 
Large Fire at Decatur, Ala. 
Decatur, Ala., Sept. 18.—At 11:30 
o’clock last night a disastrous fire start­ 
ed in the manufacturing district along 
the river front. Soon the mammoth 
lumber mills and lumber yards of H. 
S. Freeman were burned, with millions 
of feet of lumber, also many empty and 
loaded cars. N. B. Hall & Son’s basket 
factory and the Olive Hotel are in the 
line of the advancing fire and are threat­ 
ened. The loss already exceeds $50,000, 
and the fire is still under headway.

United States Revenue Schooner Inter­ 
cepts an Expedition.

For 
the past several days many Cubans have 
been arriving here whose actions have 
led the United States and Spanish au­ 
thorities to believe they to re filibus­ 
terers. 
These Cubans have all mys­ 
teriously disappeared, and with them 
many of the native Cubans.

M ember Denied th e Story Told In a T ele­ 
gram From Chicago, 
Janesville members of the Ancient 
order of United Workmen will have no I 
fears because of the telegram sent out 
from Chicago criticising the order, the 
tendency of which was to weaken the 
faith of the members of that great or­ 
ganic itiin in 
its management. 
A 
prominent member of the order on 
beiog interviewed gave tho foFowinc 
answer: “ So far,” said he, “ as th* re 
being any truth in the statement that 
the Ancient Order of United Workmen 
was practically bankrupt and that a 
receiver was about to be asked for, 
ihe statement is far removed from tbe 
truth. 
The 
order 
was never 
more 
compact 
harmonious, 
nor useful than now. In all tbe stress 
of tbe times through which the busi­ 
ness world has been passing during 
the two or three years past, the A. O. 
U. W. has promptly met all claims 
against it. 
During the month of July 
our order paid cut less than $560,000, 
aud during the year 1894 we disbursed 
over $7,000,000. 
“ What foundation was there for the 
story? Well, practically none. 
The 
grand jurisdiction of Illinois believed 
that some improvement could be made 
in our plans, and at its annual meet­ 
ing in the spring made Borne amend­ 
ments to their laws which they de­ 
sired the supreme lodge to approve. 
Tbe only way this could bo done was 
to 
get the supreme lodge to so 
amend its own laws as to permit 
grand lodges to exact such legislation, 
or try such experiment. 
The propo­ 
sition was to classify tbe membership 
by ages, placing all between 21 and 
30 years in one class, those from 31 to 
36 in another, 36 to 45 in another, 
and 46 and over in another. 
The old 
members of the order who Lad been 
in for many years and enjoyed the 
advantage of low assessments, in nam- 
cere, 
made possible by the rapid 
growth of the order, and this plan 
was intended to give the men younger 
in years the same advantage by per­ 
mitting them to pay a less sum on 
each assessment than those older in 
years. 
“ As the member advances in years 
he grows out of one class into another 
until he reaches the 40-year class, aud 
there remains. 
This class was in­ 
creased 
on the assessment a in oui-1 
from $ I to 91.25, and a few, a very 
few, old men thought this was an im­ 
position on them. 
They did not stop 
to cocaider that although trey would 
pay more on each assessment, that 
the natural increasa of the order be 
bringing in yoong men would lessen 
the 
average, 
hence 
lower the 
mortality 
rate, 
and 
consequently 
the number of assessments, so that 
at tbe end of the year they will, in a I 
probability, have paid less than they 
would do under the old plan. 
It was 
the act in the first instance, of the 
Illinois grand lodge, and the supreme 
lodge simply permitted them to try 
the experiment. 
My advices from 
Illinois are to the effect 
that they 
never had as many applications for 
membership as they 
are receiving 
now and all of them from young men. 
It is young men who give strength 
and vitality to the institution.”

Before you take a leap you 
know where you are going to 
land. 
Before you climb a ladder you 
want to know to what point the ladder 
reaches. And it was right that Stephen, 
within 
a few 
moments of 
heaven, 
should be gazing into it. We would all 
do well to be found in the same posture. 
There is enough in heaven lo keep us 
gazing. 
A man of large wealth may 
have statuary in the hall, and paintings 
in the sitting-room, and works of art in 
all parts of the house, but he has the 
chief pictures in the art gallery, and 
there hour after hour you walk with 
catalogue and glass and cver-increns- 
ing admiration. 
Well, heaven is the 
gallery where God has gathered the 
chief treasures of his realm. The whole 
universe is his palace. 
In this lower 
room where we stop there are many 
adornments; 
tessellated 
tloor 
of 
amethyst, and on the winding cloud- 
stairs are 
stretched out 
canvas on 
which commingle azure, and purple, 
and saffron, and golo. 
But heaven is 
the gallery in which tho chief glories 
are gathered. There are the brightest 
robes. 
There are the richest crowns. 
There are the highest exhilarations. St. 
John says of it: "’file kings of the earth 
shall bring their honor and glory into I 
it.” And I see the procession forming, j 
and iii the line come all empires, and j 
the stars spring up into an arch for tho

to the sound of earthquake and tho 
pitch of the avalanche from the moun­ 
tains, and the Hag they bear is the 
flame of a consuming world, and all 
heaven turns out with harps and trum­ 
pets and myriad-voiced acclamation of 
angelic dominions to welcome them in, 
and so tho kings of the earth bring their 
honor and glory into it. Do you wonder 
that good people often stand, like Ste­ 
phen, looking into he.*.von? We have 
many l'riomls\ their. 
There is not a man here so isolated 
in life but there is some one in heaven 
wit Ii whom he once shook hands. As 
a man gets older, the number of hi:; 
celestial acquaintances 
very 
rapidly 
multiplies. 
We have 
not 
had 
one 
glimpse of them since the night we 
kissed them good-bye, and they went 
away; but still we stand gazing at 
heaven. As when some of our friends 
go across the sea, we stand on the dock, 
or on the steam-tug, and watch them, 
and after awhile the hulk of the vessel 
disappears, and then there is only a 
patch of sail on the sky, and soon th a t 
is gone, and they are a1! out of sig h t, 
and yet we stand looking in the same 
direction; so when our friends go away 
from us into the future world we keep 
looking down through the Narrows, and 
gazing and gazing as though we ex­ 
pected that they would come out and 
stand on seine cloud, and give us or.c 
glimpse 
of their blissful 
and trans­ 
figured faces. 
While you 
long to join their com­ 
panionship, and the years and the days 
go with such tedium that they break 
your heart, and the vipers of pain, and 
sorrow, and bereavement keep gnawing 
at jour vitals, you will stand, like Ste­ 
phen, gazing into heaven. You wonder 
if they have changed since you saw 
them last. 
You wonder if they would 
recognize your fare now, so changed 
lins it been with trouble. You wonder 
if, amid Hie myriad delights they have, 
they care as it. ne Ii for you as they used 
to when they gave you a helping hand 


God. 
Just how Christ looked in this 
world, just how he looks in heaven, we 
cannot say. The painters of the differ­ 
ent ages have tried to imagine the 
features of Christ, and put them upon 
canvas; but we will have to wait until 
with our own eyes we see him and with 
our own ears we can hear him. 
And 
yet there is a way of seeing him and 
hearing him now. 
I have to tell you 
that unless you see and hear Christ on 
earth, you will never see and hear him 
in heaven. 
Look! There he is! Behold the Lamb 
of God! Can you not see him? Then 
pray to God to take the scales off your 
eyes. Look that way—try to look that 
way. His voice comes down to you this 
day—comes down to the blindest, to the 
deafest soul, saying, “Look unto me, 
all ye ends of the earth, and be ye 
saved, for I am God, and there is none 
else.” Proclamation of universal eman­ 
cipation for all slaves. Tell me, ye 
who know most of the world’s history, 
what other king ever asked the aban­ 
doned, and the forlorn, and the wretch­ 
ed, and the outcast to come and sit be­ 
side him? Oh, wonderful 
invitation! 
You can take it to-day, and stand at the 
head of the darkest alley in all this 
city, and say, “Come! Clothes for your 
rags, salve for your sores, a throne for 
your eternal reigning.” A Christ that 
talks like that and acts like that, and 
pardons like that—do you wonder that 
Stephen stood looking at him? I hope 
to spend eternity doing the same thing. 
I must see him; I must look upon that 
face once clouded with my sin, but now 
radiant with my pardon. 
I want to 
touch that hand that knocked off my 
shackles. I want to hear the voice that 
pronounced my deliverance. Behold 
him, little children; for if you live to 
three-score years and ten, you will see 
none so fair. 
Behold 
him, ye 
aged 
ones; for he only can shine through 
the dimness of your failing eyesight. 
Behold him, earth. Behold him, heaven. 
What a moment when all the nations of . 
the saved shall gather around Christ! 
Al! faces that way. 
All thrones that 
way, gazing on Jesus. 
His worth if all the nations knew 
Sure the whole earth would love him, 
too. 
I pass on now, and look at Stephen 
stoned. The world has always wanted 
to get rid of good men. Their very life 
is an assault upon wickedness. 
Out 
with Stephen through the gates of the 
city. 
Down with him over the preci­ 
pices. Let every man come up and drop 
a stone upon his head. But these men 
did not so much kill Stephen as they 
killed themselves. 
Every stone re­ 
bounded upon them. While these mur­ 
derers were transfixed by the scorn of 
all good men, Stephen lives in the ad­ 
miration of all Christendom. 
Stephen 
stoned, but Stephen alive. So all good 
men must be pelted. “All who will live 
godly in Christ Jesus must suffer per­ 
secution.” It is no eulogy of a man to 
say that everybody likes him. 
Show _______ 
me any one who is doing all his duty to j take him 
up! 
state or church, and I will show you 
blood from 
scores of men who utterly abhor him. 
If all men speak well of you, it is be­ 
cause you are either a laggard or a dolt. 
If a steamer 
makes rapid 
progress 
through the waves, the water will boil 
and foam all around it. Brave soldiers 
of Jesus Christ will hear the carbines 
t click. 
When I see a man with voice, 
j and money, and influence all on tho ! 
j right side, and some caricature him, J 
| and some sneer at him, and some de- j 
| nounee him, and men who pretend to I 
j be actuated by right motives conspire to ! 
I cripple him, to cast him out, to destroy 
him, I say “Stephen stoned.” 
When I see a man in some great 
moral 
or religious reform 
battling 
against grog shops, exposing wicked­ 
ness in high places, by active means 
trying to purify the church and better 
the world’s estate, and I find that the 
newspapers 
anathematize 
him, 
and 
men, even good men, oppose him and 


and you will be able to pillow your head 
under the maple, or the Norway spruce, 
or the cypress, or the blossoming fir; 
but this spirit about which Stephen 
prayed, what direction will that take? 
What guide will escort it? What gate 
will open to receive it? What cloud 
will be cleft for its pathway? After 
it has got beyond the light of our sun, 
will there be torches lighted for it the 
rest of the way? 
Will the soul have to travel through 
long deserts before it reaches the good 
land? If we should lose our pathway, 
will there be a castle at whose gate 
we may ask the way to the city? Oh, 
this mysterious spirit within us! 
It 
has two wings, but it is in a cage now, 
It is locked fast to keep it; but let the 
door of this cage open the least, and 
! that soul is off. Eagle’s wing could 
not catch it. The lightnings are not 
swift enough to come up with it. When 
the soul leaves the body it takes fifty 
worlds at a bound. And have I no anx­ 
iety about it? Have you no anxiety 
about it? 
We may be too feeble to employ 
either of these familiar forms; but this 
prayer of Stephen is so short, is so con- | 
cise, is so earnest, is so comprehensive, 
we surely will be able to say that: 
“Lord Jesus, receive my spirit.” Oh, 
if that prayer is answered, how sweet 
j it will be to die! This world is clever 
j enough to us. Perhaps it has treated 
I us a great deal better than we deserve 


J to be treated; but if on the dying pillow 
i there shall break the light of that bet­ 
ter world, we shall have not more re- 
I gret than about leaving a small, dark, 
j damp house for one large, beautiful, 
and capacious. 
That dying minister in 
Philadelphia, some years ago, beauti­ 
fully depicted it when, in the last mo­ 
ment, he threw up his hands and cried 
out: “I move into the light!” 
Pass on now, and I will show you 
one more picture, and that is Stephen 
asleep. With a pathos and simplicity 
peculiar to the Scriptures, the text 
of Stephen: 
“He fell asleep.” 
“Oh,” you say, “what a place that was 
to sleep! 
A hard rock under him, 
stones falling 
down upon 
him, the 
blood streaming, the mob howling. 
What a place it was to sleep!” 
And 
yet my text takes that symbol of slum­ 
ber to describe his departure, so sweet 
was it, so contented was it, so peaceful 
WES it. Stephen had lived a very la­ 
borious life. His chief work had been 
to care for the poor. How many loaves

LIVES ON ELM TR 
IT WAS INSTINCT ALONE.

The advance of elm-leaf beetles into 
New England bas been extremely rapid, 
says the Springfield Republican. About 
a fortnight ago they were reported in 
full force in several towns in Connecti­ 
cut and western Massachusetts. Stam­ 
ford, Milford, Bridgeport 
and 
other 
I towns along Long Island sound have 
been ravaged, and from New 
Haven 
; Ahey have come up the valley and are 
in Hartford as well as in this city. 
, The damage done in the famous elms 
of New Haven, the elm city, is meiaii- 
, choly to contemplate. 
The trees are 
as brown as in the last of fall, and ne 
j work has yet been done to stop the 
, despoilment. Last week the city coun- 
( cil determined to take measures against 
j the pest. Most of tho mischief for this 
year had been done and that will be 
: the case almost 
everywhere. 
A few \ 
I weeks ago the state agricultural school I 
. at Mansfield, Conn., published full di- i 
; rections for the meeting of the elm- 
leaf beetle at the outset. Professor C. 
D. Woods said: 
| 
“The easiest way to destroy the bee­ 
tles and prevent to a considerable ex­ 
tent their ravages another season is to 
treat the ground around the base of the 
trees for a distance of several yards 
with strong kerosene emulsion. 
This 
will not help the trees this season, but 
if all the pupae at tho surface of the 
ground are destroyed, and if this is 
done under all the trees in a given 
town, there will be no beetles to lay 
eggs next season. The kerosene emul­ 
sion is best prepared in thi3 way: Soft 
soap, one quart; 
kerosene, one pint; 
water, six quarts. 
Warm 
the 
soap 
until it 
becomes 
liquefied. 
Remove 
from near fire, add the kerosene and 
| agitate rapidly with a force pump for 
j five or ten minutes until it becomes a 
homogeneous creamy mass from which 
the kerosene will not separate on stand­ 
ing. 
Add the water and thoroughly 
mix, when the emulsion will have the 
appearance of milk. This should be ap­ 
plied near the trees at two or three 
different times in sufficient quantities 
I to thoroughly saurate the surface of the 
ground. 
A force pump with spraying 
nozzle, or a watering pot with nose can 
be used to apply the emulsion.”

A B oring Insect T hat Is D estroying Shade 
and Fruit Trees. 
A peculiar flying beetle or locust I 
shaped animal is likely to become a. 
serious menace to the shade and fruit I 
trees of this 
region. 
These pests ' 
have made serious inroads in Michigan j 
during the past year or two, and they 
have now 
made the'r 
appearance 
here, and people have watched their 
habits and their modes of attacking 
trees and desires to give the people 
such warning as will enable them to 
prevent in some degree the destruc­ 
tion of their trees. 
The animal looks 
something like a 
cross 
between a 
grasshopper and a locust. 
It has a 
long body and light, flaring wings. 
From the low. r part of the abdomen 
projects 
a 
hard coring apparatus 
about an inch long, black and sharp 
as a Ale. 
These pests light on the 
trunks of trees and immediately begin 
boring into the bark with their sharp 
boring 
apparatus. 
la 
the 
small 
hole thus made 
they deposit their 
eggs. 
In the following spring these 
eggs hatch out worms or maggots 
which eat the lining of tne 
bark 
which conveys the sap, and thus kill 
that side of the tree, and perhaps the 
whole tree. 
The gentleman says he 
noticed a few of these pests on the 
trees here last year, but that this year 
he has noticed trees thickly covered 
with 
them. 
Probably few people 
would notice 
them without having 
their attention called to them. 
He 
says it takes the pests about twenty- 
four hours to do the boring, so that if 
the trees are closely watched they 
may be easily protected. 
But when 
the insect has completed its work and 
laid its egg6, or the eggs have hatched 
and signs of the maggots are visible, 
the only remedy is to cut out a small 
portion of the 
bark down 
to the 
wood, where the eggs or maggots are, 
and remove them. 
The 
gentleman 
who has thus taken pains to warn tile 
public says judging from experience 
in Michigan, that if great care is not 
taken in the next year or two we will 
be liable to lese many of our valu­ 
able shade trees.
